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GENERAL SURVEY OF BAPTIST MISSIONARY 
STATIONS. 


The following exhibition of the different Stations unde? 
the direction of the English and Serampore brethren, 
taken from a recent Review of the Mission, cannot 
Sail of gratifying our readers. 


AN idea having formerly been given of the geographical situa- 
tion of the various stations and places where the gospel is made 
known, it may be best, perbaps, to follow the same order. 


SrrampPorr, Catevrta and tts neighborhood. In this spot; 
which has been the scene of labor for twenty years, there is now 
an abundance of taborers, as nine have entered thereof sinte the 
last review; four brethren having arrived from Europe; three fron 
the London; and two from the Church Missionary Society. This 
spot, therefore, twenty-four miles in length and about fed in 
breadth, at present enjoys the labors of fourteen brethren ffom 
Europe, besides those of three evangelical clergymen, who have. 
the work of God as much at heart, and in mind and spirit are as 
really missionaries as any cfus. Of the nine of our own denomi- 
nation, brethren Carey, Marshman, Ward, Randall and Pearce, 
are at Serampore,—and brethren Lawson, E. Carey, Yates and 
Penney, in Calcutta. In addition to these, there are, laboring in 
the same circle, a number of brethren raised up in the country, 
{the number of whom, blessed be God! is increasing evety year,) 
who, from their superior knowledge of their vernacular tongue, 
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their intimate acquaintance with the habits and ideas of their coun 
trymen, their being accustomed to the constant fatigue of walking 
in a eliunate congenial with their constitutions, anda variety of oth- 
er circumstances are far more adapted to the work of making known 
and explaining the gospel to small groups of their own country- 
men, than Europeans, and have been generally more successful. 

At Catcurra, preaching is continued in the chapel, four times 
on the Lord’s day, as usual. The number of these who have 
been baptized at Calcutta sinee the last review, amounts to above 
ninety. Of these, the greater part have been soldiers from the 
fort who have been added to the churches in their respective regi 
ments: the rest consist of eatholi¢es, nominal christians without any 
real religion, and natives. In this circle, about eight miles north- 
west of Calcutta, and about ten northeast of Serampore, lies Dum- 
Dum, a military station for the honorable company’s regiment of 
artillery. Here, brethren Kymer, Hale and Flatman, (the former 
baptized some time ago by brother Chamberlain, the two latter by 
brother Thompson.) being stationed for a season. about a yéar ago’ 
attempted to introduce the gospel among their countrymen. We 
therefore erected for them a mat place of worship, and some 
European brother has preached there, in general, every week. No 
less than nine have been baptized there in the course of the past 
year; of whom three belonged to this regiment of artillery, and 
the rest are natives of Iadia. ‘Phe litile church formed there con- 
sists of fourteen members. 

At Barrackrore, opposite Serampore, we have also had an op- 
portunity of introducing the gospel, since the last review of the 
mission; and here also it has pleased God to bless the word. 
among both our own countrymen and those born in India. Of the’ 
former, several non-commissioned officers in the various native re- 
giments occasionally stationed there, have opened their houses for 
worship both on the Lord’s day and in the days of the week. The 
effect has been, that in the past two years six or eight of our coun- 
trymen there, some of them considerably advanced im years, have, 
we trust, been brought savingly to the knowledge of the truth. 

At Serampone, the seat of so many years’ labor, we are furnished 
with strong proofs of the truth of the necessity of that previous illu- 
mination, that general diffusion of knowledge, which, pervading 
the whole country, shall dispel its gross delusions, and free the 
mind from those fetters which even yet hold back the natives 
around from approaching sufficiently near the gospel to discern 
what it really contains. The whole number of persons baptized at 
Serampore since the last review is thirty-five. 

About eight miles northwest of Serampore, at GunpuLPAr«, 
our friend ‘Tarachund now resides. This brother, ever since his 
baptism, (nearly five years,) has maintained a course of conduct 
highly honorable in the christian character, and has around him a 
aumber of intelligent young men, some of them brahmecus, who, 
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attracted by the temper and spirit he manifests, as well as by his 
superior knowledge, voluntarily come to him for instruction; and 
with whom he meets aud converses, at those seasons of leisure so 
amply afforded by an Asiatic life. These meetings are often pro- 
longed till midnight, and tend exceedingly to diffuse abroad the 
liz ht of the gospel. 

. JEssorE.—{n this district the divine word seems to have taken 
root altbough its progress is slow. The labors of brother Thomas, 
and of various native brethren, have not only spread a degree of 
general knowledge respecting the gospel, through many of its towns 
and villages; but have we trust been, in numerous instances, ef- 
fectual to conversion—a goodly number baving been baptized. 
since the last review, and between twenty and thirty often sitting 
down at the Lori’s table at one time. 

Proceeding about a huadred miles further eastward, we come to 
Dacca, once the capital of Bengal. Here, since the last review, 
means have been fouud to introduce the light of divine revelation 
in a considerable degree. A school has been established for the 
instruction of those indigent children who bear the christian name, 
which has been encouraged beyond our expectation. The Jew 
Solomon, with bis wife, loug resident in Dacca, had heard the 
word of life from our friend who has established the school there 
for christian children; and, after counting the cost many months, 
both of them determined to make an open profession of faith 
in the promised Messiah, aud were in consequence baptized by 
our friend. . 

A few miles from Dacca, there is a body of natives who have 
rejected entirely the laws of the brahmuns, and in a great meas- 
ure the worship of the hindoo gods; but they still retain much of 
the prejudices respecting cast, and still more of those which con- 
nect sin with receiving certain kinds of food, Among these our 
native brethren have @eeasionally been, and some of them have 
visited our brethren at Dacca. 

Sitner.—In the attempts which have been made to diffuse the 
rays of the gospel in this part, little has occurred of an encouraging 
nature. One of our brethren sent there, Bhagvat, died of a fever 
about eighteen mouth ago. His end was peaceful, and he had pre- 
gerved the christian character unspotted to the time of bis death, 
and was mentioned in terms of regard and esteem by the few Euro- 
pean friends who knew himthere. Brother Da Silva still remains 
there, and is well spoken of by those who are near. | 

Curirrasonc.—At this station, scenes have occurred, since the 
Jast review, which have both filled us with joy and almost over- 
whelméd us with sorrow; scenes which have displayed the grace of 
the Saviour, and discovered alike the malice of the great enemy of 
the gospel, and the desperate malignity of the human heart. Bor- 
dering upon Chittagong is a large tract of country inhabited by the 

people termed Mugs, in reality natives of Arakav; who, in lan- 
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guage, manners, and habits, assimilate with the Burmans, under 
whose government they were for many years; but, about twen- 
ty-lour years ago, they voiuatarily placed themselves under the 
British government. ‘hey have no cast, and are described, by a 
friend who lately travelled through a great part of their country, as 
bein: intelligent, and fraok and kiod in their manners. Some of 
these coming to Chittagong in the way of business, about two yearg 
ago, heard of our brother De Bruyn, then labouring among the in- 
habitants, and bighly esteemed by them for, bis mild, inoffeasive, and 
apright conduct, As some among them had acquired a sufficient 

‘inowledze of the language, they repaired to him to inquire what 
trine he was teaching. They soon heard sufficient to excite 
their attention. The news of a Saviour they communicated to 
their countrymen at home, and others soon came to hear the gos: 
pel. In a few months, two or three of them made an open profes- 
sion of faith in Christ. The work advanced amidst all the opposi- 
tion it met with from their own priests. More came forward and 
were baptized, and they at length pressed brother De Bruyn to 
come occasionally among them ioto their own country. This he 
did, and was weicomed io the most cordial manner. The work 
still went forward: more were added to the church; aud the pros- 
pect of the gospe!’s spreading among these appeared ‘brighter daily. 
Some of the baptized Mug brethren too, made a journey to Seram- 
pore, where they remained several weeks, and. their conduct ap: 
peared fully to agree with the profession they had made of faith in 
Christ. The testimony also as to their walk and conversation, giv- 
en by brethren Smith and William Carey, who both visited Chitta- 
gong, was highly favorable. And brother De Bruyn at length 
attempted to make arrangements for his spending great part of his 
time among these kind and inoffensive foreigners, of whom between 
sixty and seventy had now made a profession of faith in Christ. 

. The great enemy of squis, however, bebeld with an evil eye, 
these attempts to rescue from his graap those over whom he had so 
jong tyrannized without opposition, and meditated a blow in a way 
liitie expected. Among those who came to brother De Bruyn foz 
jostructioba wasa young man born at Rangoon, the son of a na- 
tive of France and a Burman woman. This young man he had 
taken into his house, and treated as his own son, labouring to in- 
struct him in the knowledge of christianity, iv the hope of his being 
hereafter a useful instrument in making known the gospel. This 
young man, however, had latterly given him much concern by what 
he deemed improper conduct; and in the month of September last, 
some circumstance occurring, which as far as we have been able to 
judge from the various accounts we have received, induced brother 
De Brnyn to reprove him with more severity than usual; Satan, 
watching his opportunity, so inflamed the passions of this headstrong 
youth, that, seizing a knife, he plunged it into the side of his bene- 


fator and friend; wha, after languishing a day and a night, expired) 
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not, however, before he had written to the judge of the eourt, ex~ 
cusing the rash deed of his murderer, and entreating that he might 
uot be punished. His remaius, captain M. a friend residing there, 
informed us, were accompanied to the grave the next day by nearly 
all the European inhabitans, by whom he was held in high es- 
timation, and who expressed the most feeling regret at his uatimely 
end. ‘Thus, about the fiftieth year of his age, were we suddenly 
depriveu of a most useful as well as highly esteemed brother, who 
had patiently persevered in his work through evil report and good 
report, till it pleased God, at lengts, to erown his labors, beyond 
those of almost any brother yet engaged io the mission. Brother 


Peacock has since avowed his desire to go and set:le there, and is 


ready to depart; so that we trust the Lord will yet provide for the 
continuance of his work among them. 


Curwa.—Here (he word sown by the labours of brother Cham- 


ber'ain, has since been watered by those of brother William Carey, 
jun. who bas exerted himself much, both in journeying bimeelf, and 
in sendivg out and watching over a considerable number of native. 
brethren employed in the capacity of readers and itinerants. Ten 
have come forward since the date of the last review, and put on the 
Lord Jesus by being baptized in his name; of whom the far greater 
part have continued steadfast in the profession of the gospel, and 
two or three discover a desire to be useful to theit‘own countrymen. 
Within these four months, we have sent a brother of the name of 
Hart to the assistance of brother William Carey, that, by laboring 
under his immediate eye for a year or two, be may enter more 
thoroughly into the nature of migsionary work, and be fitted to oc- 
cupy a station alone. 

BeruamPore.—To this military station, where the 14th was fog 
some time, aad among whom the Lord was pleased to. manifest his 
grace, a few brethren in the honorable company’s European regi- 
ment are now removed, who have been called and formed into a 
church since the date of the last review. In this regiment a few 
were wrought upon at Berhampore, above two years ago; and broth; 
er Marshman, i in a journey that way, having been previously inform: 
ed oi their state, and of their wish to put on the Lord Jesus by a 
public profession, alter due examination baptized five soldiers be- 
longing to that regiment, together with a native of Bengal, and 
afterwards formed them, with our brother Prad-krishna, into a 
eburch. 

MoorsHepaBsad,—About ten miles above Berhampore. lies 
Moorshedabad, the capital of Bengal before the residence of the 
English government there raised Calcutta to that honor. This 
city contains an immense population. A strong desire has long, 
been, felt to introduce the light of the gospel there.. An opportuni- 
ty offered about sixteen months ago. Mr. J. W. Ricketts, a young, 
man brought up in Bengal, but afterwards stationed at Amhoyna,’ 
where he was secretary to the English resident, and, when it was 
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formed, became secretary to the Bible Society there, being awa: 
ened throuzh our young brother Jabez Carey to a more deep and 
lively sense of his obligations to the Saviour, thought it bis duty to 
returu to Bengal, and labor for the salvation of his own country- 
men. After being baptized at Serampore, and for soe time in- 
structei! there in the doctrines of grace and the nature of missiona- 
ry work, he agreed to go and attempt to realize his wish respecting 
his own countrymeo, by laboring at Moorshedabad. Here he has 
obtained permission to erect a bungalow, aa‘, assisted by a native 
brother, has begun to itinerate around him, and to open schools for 
the instruction of native children. His mild and steady deport- 
ment, and the deep acquaintance he appears to have wifh the divine 
word, give us reason to hope that if such be the will of God, he will 
prove a uselul laborer in the Lord’s vineyard. 

Ma.tpa.—At this place, or rather at Enenuisn Bazar, a town 
near Maida, Krishna resides. Here he is employed iu diffusing the 
Knowledge of the gospel in the towns and villages near him; and 
he occasionally makes excursions to distant places, for the purpose 
of distributing tracts and parts of the scripture. ‘Two of his coun- 
trymen have come forward, and in baptism openly confessed the 
Saviour of men, in the course of this past year. 

Dinacepore —At this place, althouch none have openly come 
forward lately to confess the Saviour, there are now several waiting 
for baptism; and christianity seems to be actually taking root, no 
less than twenty. two persons having rejected idolatry, and placed 
themselves under the sonad of the gospel there, in the course of 
the past year. ‘he number of those who have rejected idolatry 
and attended to the word of God, including children, now amounts 
to between seventy and eighty. 

The brethren add, “ We have now taken a full view of the state 
of the mission in Bengal; and, though we find nothing perfeet,— 
nothing that will bear a compzrison with that maturity in doctrine 
and practice exhibited in the churches of God in Britain; yet, when 
we consider that, with the exception of one circle, all is the work 
of gifts raised up here, of whom the first made an open profession of 
christianity only seventeen years ago, there is abundant reason 
for future hope, and even now to say, What has God wrought in a 
heathen country in the course of these few years!” 


HIN DOOST’HAN.—In Hindoost*han there are, at present, . 
three brethren from Europe; brethren Chamberlain, Moore and 
Rowe: the other brethren there, are merely such as have been 
raised up in India since the commencement of the mission, like 
those already mentioned in the review of Bengal. 

Monesir.—aAt this place, which is a station for invalids, brother 
Chamberlain settled about two years ago. In this period, the Lord 
has not left him without tokens of his blessing on his labors, both 
gmoug the Europeans resident there, and among the natives. Q¢ 
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the former class of inhabitants, three have been baptized, among 
whom captain. P. stands particularly eminent for zeal in the cause 
of God, combined with great solidity of judgment. Within these 
few weeks too, our brother has been so favored as to baptize a na- 
tive, the first fruits of bis labor among the heathen in and around 
that place. May the Lord make this a forerunner of a copious 
‘harvest ! ) 

Patna.—At this place brother Thompson bas continued to Ja- 
bor for these last three years, if we except the time employed in 
various journies into other parts of Hindoost’ban, with the view of 
more widely diffusing the knowledge of the gospel. In one of these 
journies he baptized the brethren Falimap and Hale, at Benares; in 
another, certain brethren at Allahabad. In the course of the past 
year, among other journies, he has taken one as far as Lucknow. 

At Guya, about two days’ journey from Patna, to the northeast, 
resides, on hig own estate, brother Fowles, which, as a native of In- 
dia, he is entitled to hold. ‘This comprises several villages, to the 
inhabitants of which, and to others around, he constantly makes 
known the word of life. | 

Dica.—At this place, the labors of our brethren Moore and 
Rowe have been greatly owned and blessed in these three years past, 
particularly in their ministrations to the brethren in the various re- 
giments which have been (rom time to time stationed at Dinapore, Nu- 
merous letters, which we have seen, speak in the most affectionate 
manner of their labors among these brethren, and acknowledge, 
with gratitude the profit and edification they derived from them.— 
Nor have their Jabors among them been withcut fruit, as it relates 
to conversion. At Diga, and at Amowa, the number baptized has 
been considerable; we are unable to speak precisely; but in the 
different regiments which have been at Diga, the number added to 
the respective churches by baptism, chiefly by the labors of our 
brethren, considerably exceeda fifty. 

Benares.—To this celebrated city, the seat of Hindoo learning 
and superstition, we have long wished to send the light of the gos- 
pel; and brother William Smith, (called in Orissa under brother 
John Peter.) from his acquaintance with the Hindee, and bis hum- 
ble and godly deportment, appearing likely to be useful there, we 
sent him thither the latter end of the past year, who after dispensing 
the word of life in numerous towns and villages on the road, in a 
journey of three months, arrived in the middie of February this year. 
Many seem to pay a degree of attention to the gospel; and one 
rich native, Juya-Narayuna Ghosal, bas visited our brother several’ 
times ; and has professed a sirong desire to renounce idolatry, of the 
evil of which he declares himself fully convinced, and to embrace 
the doctrine of the Saviour of the world. ‘The Lord has been 
pleased to encourage our brother, by permitting bim already to see 
the first fruits of his labours in this city, in the baptism of a brahmun, 
who put.on the Lord Jesus, by a public profession. 
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AtLanabaD.—To this large city, the capital of the province in 
which it stands, we about eighteen months ago, desired brother 
Mackintosh to direct his attention, as we had reason to hope that 
our brethren of the Church Missionary Society would fully occupy 
Agra, where he then was. Since he has removed hither, the Lord 
has been pleased greatly to bless bis labors. 

Cawnpore.—At this large and important military station, the 
Lord has been pleased to introduce the gospel in a manner almost 
unexpected. While our brethren in the 66th regiment were lying 
there, in the latter end of the year 1816, his niajesty’s 24th regi- 
ment of light dragoons arrived, and our brethren put into their 
hands such books as were calculated to awaken them to a sense of 
their state. This with the labors and conversation of the brethren, 
the Lord was pleased so to bless, that in three mcenths twenty of 
them came forward, and were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. The 14th regiment was ordered there a few months alter- 
wards, the 66th being ordered to St. Helena; and the Lord was 
pleased so to continue this display of his grace, that, in August this 
year, on the addition by baptism of seven to the 14th regiment, and 
of thirteen to our brethren iu the light dragoons, the church io the 
14th numbered 36 members in full communion, and the newly raised 
church in the light dragoons no Jess than thirty seven; so gracious- 
Jy has the Lord been pleased to work in the course of about ten 


months. 
In the other stations on the continent of India, where the gospel 


has been in some degree made known, Nagpore. Surat, and Orissa 
little has been effected beyond the general diffusion of light. 

NaGPpore, at which one person has been baptized, has been in a 
state of alarm for some time, on account of the Pindaries, or pre- 
datory hordes, who have long been the terror ef this part of India. 
The Lord has preserved our much valued friend Moxon, with his 
family, however, in a way that demands our warmest gratitude.— 
It is probable, that after peace and tranquility shall bave been res- 
tored, there will be a fairer field opened for missionary labor than 
before. 

At Surat, our brother Carapeit has labored the greater part of 
his time since the last review; and numerous have been the con- 
versations which he has held from time to time, with men of vari- 
ous religions. 

Relative to Ontssa, we are at present able to say but little— 
Brother Peters, with his ‘amily, in the beginning of the year, re- 
turned to Bengal, for a season, on account of his health, We 


therefore desired him to labor in Calcutta during his stay there, 
where he at present continues. His health, however, is now much 
improved. 

OF THE ISLANDS.—The islands, if we include all into 
which the Lord has been pleased in any degree to cause his word 
to go forth, are, The Isle of France, Ceylon, Java, Penang, and 


Amboyna.

From our brethren in the Isue or FRANCE, we have heard but 

little since the Jast review : and we have reason to fear they are 
* 
in declining circumstances. Letters, however, from brethren For- 
der and Blatch tell us, that things around them are on the whole, 
in a hopeful state, and that one or two had been added to them by 
baptism. 
_ Cey.oy.—In this island brethren Chater and Siers appear to 
have been steadily devoted to their work, each in his different 
spbere. Brother Chater has enlarged his sphere of usefulness, by 
preaching in the Portuguese language as spoken there, which is @ 
valuable medium of communication to a large class of persons who 
bear the christian name. His labors in the Cingalese, too, are 
highly praiseworthy. His grammar in that language has been 
much approved, and his knowledge of the language has been found 
particularly useful in carrying forward the translation of the : scrip- 
tures since the lameuted death of the late Mr.Tolfrey. His labors 
in the pulpit, also, have not been without a blessing, particularly to 
our Own countrymen, Of the exact number he has baptized in this 
period, we cannot speak with precision, as accounts from Ceylon 
are less regular than from the brethren in Bengal aud Hindoost' han; 
but we think they amount to ten or twelve. 


Java.—In this Island, much has been seen, and many changes 
have been experienced since the date of the last review. Brother 
Robinson has been brought down to the gates of death by disease, 
but has been hitherto graciously preserved in life: but our highly 
esteemed and lamented brother T'rrowt has been removed, in the 
midst of his opening career of usefulness. His too close applica- 
tion to his studies so affected his constitution, as ultimately to cause 
him to fall a prey to a liver and bowel complaint, with which he 
had struggled nearly two years, Brother Trowt’s labors served to 
encourage and invigorate brother Bruckner, whom he has left to 
follow in bis footsteps, and to carry forward that translation of the 
scriptures into the Javanese language, on which the heart of our 
brother was so fully fixed. Brother Bruckner steadily perseveres 
in his work, and has experienced much encouragement from the 
Europeans around him, and even from the baron Van der Capellan 
himself—his Netherland majesty’s governor general in India. 


Brother Robinson has met with much to encourage him in hia 
work as well as with things of acontrary nature. His labors have 
been owned of God, both in the English and Malay languages, be 
and brother T'rowt having baptized nearly twenty, of different na- 
tions, since the date of the last review. Among these, one broth- 
er Diering by name, is likely to prove as valuable a helper te 
him, as we have found in Carapeit, Thompson, Mackintosh, and 
Others. 

The arrival of brother and sister Phillips appears srestiy to 
have encouraged brother Robinson. We rejoice therein: and we 
trust he will prove a most valuable helper to brotherBruckner, to join 
Ss 
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whom, at Samarang, we find he left Batavia two or three months 
ago. 

Of PENANG we cao say but little at present: it is the goodness 
of God alone that has given usa little handful there, under the di- 
rection of brother Sylvester, as has been mentioned already. 

Amboyna. —In this island, a change has now taken place, rela- 
tive to the government. ‘The conduct of our brother Jabez Carey 
had, however, so effectually recommended him, that the new gov- 
ernment have requested him to continue in his employment as su- 
perintendent of schools. As he is now well acquainted with the 
Malay language, we have reazon to hope that he will ultimately be- 
come highly useful as a missionary, for which h‘s desires are strong. 
dt is to his labors that we are indebted for our much valued brother 
Ricketts, who may, therefore, be justly considered, the first fruits of 
the Amboyna mission.

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Ward, one of the Mis- 


sionaries at Serampore, dated 
Ar Sea, April 13,1819. 
My dear Brother, 

1 had the pleasure of forwarding you a few lines a little befcre F 
left India; and I write this now that I may send it off as soon as I 
arrive at Liverpool, 

.[ am now going to England to recruit my strength, if it be the 
Lord’s will; to transact some business with our society, and to col- 
lect if I can, large subscriptions for our new College, that is, a 
College for giving a good education to a uumber of young Hindoos, 
and the children of baptized Hindoos, Mussulmans, &c. but espe- 
Cially to train up pious vatives for the Christian Ministry, so that in 
a few years India may have respectable ministers aud missionaries 
raised out of her own churches. ‘This appears to be an important 
object, and after I have received the liberality of English Chris- 
tians, I fee! a desire to visit you, if you should give me encourage- 
ment that something handsome may be obtained in the principal 
Cities of the United States for this object. 

Pray for me, my dear brother, that I may have grace given me, 
and wisdom to act for the divine glory while absent from Seram- 
pore; that in those journies God may smile on me, and prosper the 
work of my hands. And O! remember Serampore and India, in 
your church, family, and the closet. The powerful influences of 
the Holy Spirit are there much wanted. You enjoy the blessed- 
viess of seeing first one and then another fall under the word, and 
of hearing the anxious enquiry, “ O Sir, what shall I do to be say- 
€d."" You hear of these visitations all around you. You have a 
serious listening congregation assembled in a comfortable place © 
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but the poor missionary collects a few unwilling hearers under a 
tree, or perbaps, he stands in a street or a market place, the sport 
and banter of half his hearers; or if seriously disposed, it is to in- 
sult him, and throw dust in his face. These are trials, but the 
greatest trial of all is want of more success. This will come, but 
in the mean time we need your prayers, and the prayers of all the 
ehurches.

The following ietters, addressed to Mrs. Titcomb, widow of the 
Jate supercargo, of the Independence, have been placed in our 
hands, with a request that they might be inzerted in the Maga- 
zine.

Dear Madam, 

At a late meeting of the Baptist Board of Foreign Missions for 
the United States, when the afflicting intelligence was aunounced 
of the death of your invaluable husband, it was resolved that a letter 
should be directed to yourself expressive of the gratitude of the 
Board for the constant and fraternal attention rendered by him to 
their Missionaries, and of their sympathising condolence under the 
affliction you have been called to endure. The duty of fulfilling 
this service devolves on me as their Secretary. O that I were 
better able to accomplish the interesting task. The Board will 
ever delight to cherish the affectionate and grateful remembrance 
of your dear departed companion; but they feel their inability to 
pour into your afflicted bosom, adequate consolations. They will 
delight to commend you to those sustaining arms, that have ever 
been extended to the widow and fatherlese. God is not unright- 
eous to forget the services rendered to his blessed cause, and will 
i doubt not return a blessing on the surviving family of the saint, 
he has taken to himself, a thousand fold. I remember once to 
have heard the excellent Mr. Pearce of Birmingham, remark that 
reflecting on the possibility of his being taken away from his fami- 
ly, and feeling distressed at the idea, a passage of scripture came 
with sacred force to his mind; “ Leave thy fatherless children, and 
let thy widows trust in me.” He died early, but his widow and 
family were signally provided for by the God of mercy. Perhaps 

some such delightful consideration supported the heart of your dear 
husband io his departing hour. I know, and you have felt the 
cruth that the ways of the Lord are sometimes inyolved in dark- 
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ness; of his proceedings he gives no account. We may neverthe. 
Jess be assured that all his ways are right and good. Our good 
brother Titcomb did not die by chance. The wise and merciful 
providence of the Lord, without which a sparrow cannot fall, has 

superintended the scene. In the midst of the mysterious trial, lis- 
teu, my affectionate friend, to the voice which says‘ what thou 
knowest not now, thou shalt’ know hereafter.”—Some precious 
corsolations may be drawn from the character of the deceased.— 
You know he loved the Lord Jesus, his people and his cause; he 
wa: aservant of that Saviour who has said, “‘ where | am there al- 

so shall my servant be.” Let not your meditations wander through 
the depths of the ocean. His spirit is in the bosom of his God, 

and his body under the Redeemer’s charge. And that body shall 
come forth a glorious body, when the sea shall give up the dead 
that therein is, “through the dear might of bim that walked the 
waves.” The present isa world of trial. The tie by which your- 
self and your departed friend were united on earth, however tender 
and delightful, was yet a mortal tie; it was its destiny when formed 
at the touch of death to be dissolved. The time was alike ua- 
known to him and yourself. God has taught you the time, which 
his infinite counsels embraced. May you be enabled with pious 
submission to bow to his holy decision. Whew your heart is over- 
whelmed within you, I beseech you try the efficacy of prayer.— 
Pour out your sorrows before the Lord. He will regard your cry, 
and assist you to pass through the waters, cheered by the voice of 
his compassion and by his supporting arm. Mrs. S. and my whole 
family, though unknown, unite in respectful and sympathising re- 
membrance. May we ever remember if we are the disciples of 
Jesus Christ we shall soon meet in the Lord where sickness and 
death shall be no more known. Accept the assurance of my res- 
pectiul regards.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM MRS. WHEELOCK TO MRS. TITCOMB, 
WRITTEN ON BOARD THE SALAMANCA. 


Bau of Bengal, Sep. 3, 1818. 

Tue late affecting dispensation of Divine Providence iv remo- 
ving the dear companion of your life, from this world of toil and 
sorrow, induces me, without apology, toaddress you. Among those 
who (vere it in their power) would mingle their tears around his 
eoid remains, and attempt to pour the balm of consolation into the 
wounded heart of his bereaved wife, permit me to number myself. 
The almighty has indeed come exceedingly near to you, He has 
taken from your fon’ embrace the friend of your bosom—the part- 
per of your joys and sorrows.—And he has deprived your dear help. 
less children of a kind and excellent father. 
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You will believe me when I say, I truly sympathise with you, 
in your heavy afiliction. ‘he only expression however [ can 
give of this is to communicate some of the circumstances of 
of your dear husband’s death, which you may not have heard, and 
to impart cousolations to your troubled heart; by directing you to 
thase pure and heavenly joys, which even in embryo render the 
possessor iufivitely more happy ‘han all the pleasures of this pres- 
ent world, and which will bioom, and forever continue to. expand 
in the world of ceiestial glory. 

1 need not assure you, my dear Mrs. T. that this event, tho’ dark 
and intricate, will, it sanctified, finally work for you a “ far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory.” He who has taken your 
dearest earthly friend, will never leave you comfortless: No! he 
deciares himesli to be your husband.—* ‘I'he Lord of hosts is bis 
name.” “ A father of the fatherless and a judge of the widow is 
God, in his holy habitation.” He is an unchanging and compas- 
sionate God, and is abundantly able to support those upon whom 
he lays his afflicting hand. Every arrow from the quiver of the 
Almighty wiil only execute bis wise and holy purpose. ‘The pres- 
ent is a state of discipline and its trials he graciously employs as. 
a meavs of preparing us for the peaceful abodes of eternal blessed- 
ness. Yet, when our prospects are blighted, our expectation dis- 
appointed, and our rising sun sets before its meridian, we are often 
disposed to enquire, why is it we are thus afflicted? Truly the 
ways of the Lord are not as our ways, neither his thoughts as our 
thoughts. 

Undoubtedly, my dear Mrs. T. it would have been a great satis- 
faction to you, could you bave attended him in his last illness, sat 
by his bed, and caught trom his faltering lips some of those 
expressions of love to the Redeemer which he frequently uttered. 
But | trust you feel resigned to all the will of God. Ever bear in 
mind :hat he is too wise to err, and too good to be unkind. You 
certainly have much reason to bless God that the valuable life of 
your dear husband was so long protracted; nor can we ever be un- 
mindful of the divine goodness in this respect. The seasons we 
enjoyed together on board the Independence, in which we united 
in siuging the praises of the Most High in private and public, are 
deeply engravenu on cur memories. Nearly all the time he appear- 
ed to enjoy large communications of divine love, and sometimes 
was on the suburbs of heaven, especially while reading ““ Baxter's 
Saint’s Everlasting Rest.” 

He was taken sick a short time after his arrival in Calcutta, 
and recovered a little; but soon had a relapse. During the whole 
of his sickness, he possessed great peace of mind and real resigna- 
tion to his heavenly Father’s will. Mr. Wheelock frequently visi- 
ted him and repeatedly read, conversed and prayed with him. He 
loved the scriptures much, and would ask to have some passages 
read over the second and third time, saying they were very sweet 
to him. When I Jast saw him, his emaciated countenance indicz- 
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ted that the hour of dissolution was near at hand. We were after- 
wards informed his strength was so far exhausted as to render it 
necessary to convey him to the ship on a bed. We also under. 
stood that his happy spirit, disencumbered of mortality, took its 
flicht, to the abodes of the just made perfect the day belore the pi- 
lot left the vessel. Were it in my power, 1 would ease your 
throbbing bosom by giving a more particular account. : 

We believe he was eminently prepared to die; that to him death 
was infinite gain. We cannot then mourn his removal from the earth: 
Jy house of this tabernacle, since we know he had a building of God, 
a house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. He has left 
the ehurch militant, to join the church triumphant, Sin, the be- 
liever’s worst enemy, will never more disturb his peace; nor will 
uulikeness tothe dear Redeemer, over which he has so often mourn: 
ed, again distress his happy soul. His faith is lost in vision; he be- 
holds the great Eterna! face to face—and is changed into the 


- game image, from glory to glory. Happy saint! While we are 


conflicting with a body of sin and death, thou hast reached thy des- 
tined port, the haven of celestial rest; and in possession of that 
immortal crown, which the righteous Judge prepared from the 
foundation of the world. ‘The matchless glories of heaven now 
burst on thy astonished view; thy golden harp is attuned to Je- 
hovah’s praise; and uvceasingly bowing before his holy throne, 
thy soul is swallowed up in endless fruitioe of God and the Lamb: 
What extatic bliss! Redeeming grace and dying love was the 
theme upon which he dwelt with raptures here, and now he joins 
the symphony of the blood- washed throng above, with unspeakable 
pleasure and profound adoration. His spirit is invigorated, his pow- 
ers are all enlarged, and he is capable of receiving greater emana- 
tious of divine love than any inhabitant of this vale of tears can 
possibly enjoy. He drinks full draughts at the fouvtain ef blessed- 
ness. ‘The bright sun of righteousness now pours upon bis happy 
soul his most delightful and reviving rays. Nothing can allay his 
joys, or damp his sacred pleasures;—he is amazed at the boundless 
wisdom unfolded, and transported with the Saviour’s charms, while 
he cannat,forbear exclaiming, ‘* O the depth of the riches, both of 
the wisdom and knowldge of God.” Could we but have a glance at 
the realms of unclouded day, see the innumerable multitude array- 
ed in their shining apparel, and hear the ascriptions of praise which 
constantly flow from their holy lips, to him that sitteth on the 
throne, our enlarged souls would be filled with divine extacies, 
would be transported at the thought of an eternity of holiness, aud 
rather than wish the return of any of our friends who are gone 
thither, we should congratulate them on their safe arrival, and en- 
deavor to be in entire readiness for the hour of our dismission.— 
Say, shall we weep for those who die in the Lord? He has pro- 
nounced thenr ‘blessed.’ ‘They rest from their labors, and theic 
works do foliow them.’ Let us then gird up the loins of our minds, 
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and press towards the mark for the prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus. 

O may your loss be made up by the ehiohetont of the divine 
presence. May the Lord God be a sun and shield unto you, and in 
the multitude of your thoughts within you, may his comforts de- 
light your soul. In the morning of lifé may the little ones he has 
given you, be consecrated to his blessed service, and from that 
time cry unto him, ‘ My Father, thou art the guide of my youth.’ 
When we shall have performed and suffered all the will of God on 

earth, may we be so unspeakably happy, as to meet our dear de- 
parted friends around his throne where the Lamb that is in the 
midst of the throne shall feed all his followers, and lead them un- 
to living fountains of water, and where God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes.

INDIAN SCHOOL IN KENTUCKY. 


Report of Rev. Mr. Ficxxin, after making a tour to 
the Indian country, and returning with eight of their 
youth, who are now recetving instruction near the 
Great Crossings, Scott County. 


August 20th, 1818, 1 set out for the Missouri and illinois terri- 
fories, accompanied by Mr. Eli Short: We passed through the 
Yower parts of Kentucky. I occasionally preached and made some 
small collecttons. About the 8th of September I arrived at a small 
village of Indians on Apple creek, in the Missouri territory, but 
found considerable difficulty in making communications, for want 
of an interpreter. ‘lhe Indians, however, at this place, received 
us kindly, and expressed some gratification that we had paid them 
a visit. Although they were not willing to enter into any arrange- 
ment to send their children to be edueated, yet they referred us 
to their principal chiefs at the West Prairie, and agreed to conform 
to their decision, 

After tarrying about two days, we set out for the West Prairie to 
have an interview with the principal chiefs of that place, and 
arrived on the evening of the 13th. At this piace we.were also 
Kindly received. The village consisted of about 30 lodges, some 
of which had the appearance of civilived life, compared with the 
state of wretchedness among other Indians. Fortunately at this 
place I met with a man by the vame of Laramee, a half blood, whe 
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speaks good English, and can both read and write: He rendered 
me great service, from his intelligence, and great solicitude to have 
the Indians educated. I proposed to him my plans, which he high- 
ly approved. The chief and principal men were convened, aod 
my views and plans spread before them by Laramee: but as itis 
the upiversal custom of the Indians to deler giving immediate an- 
swers on any occasion, we adjourned until vext morning, to meet 
at the chief’s house. 

Next morning, about 8 o’clock, we met again at the house of 
the old chief, and I received the following answers to the pre- 
ceding interview, after Laramee had again spread our views and 
plans before them. The chief replied that the thing was new to 
him; that nothing of the kind had. ever before been proposed.— 
He said he had thought on the subject all night; that he could not 
sleep for thinking about it. He said he did not wish to say No, 
and he was afraid tosay Yes, too soon. He determined, however, 
to consult his people, and sead me an answer iu a few days. 

From this place we proceeded to the Delaware town on the 
Foxescotoway, and arrived on the 19th. At this town we found 
ahout thirty families; all-in a state of wretchedness. The pros- 
pects of procuriug children were equally flattering, provided time 
could be given to consult their principal men. ‘Two leading cha- 
racters among them agreed so accompany me fo St, Louis, to con- 
sult governor Clark. We went by the way of Rozers’ town, and 
had an interview with the Indians of that village; and they prom- 
ised fo give an answer in three days. We stayed a few hours, antl 
proceeded on our journey to St. Louis, and arrived on the evening 
of the 27th. Had an interview with governor Clark, and found 
him very solicitous to encourage our mission. About sixty of the 
Osage Indians had just arrived ‘at St Louis. The governor afford- 
ed every opportunity to converse with the Indians, made sever- 
al speeches himself; introduced me to the principal agent: and 
was of great service in promoting the domestic missionary cause 
among the Indians at this place. We had frequent interviews for 
the space of ten days, and I procured from them in substance, the 
following answers. ‘They let us know that their object in coming 
to St. Louis was to treat with their red brethren on the Arkansaw; 
that the subject was new; however they very much thanked us 
for our attention to poor Indians; that they would cousult their 
people when they returned; and that if some good man would visit 
them wext spring, they would send some children at all events. 

About the 3d cf October a chief arid fourteen men of the Cher- 
okee nation arrived at this place; the same proposals were made 
to them, upon which I received the following answer from the 
chief, viz. That they preferred having schools among them; but as 
that was not consistent with our plan, they would, if any opportu- 
nity offered, send some of their children next summer. In these 
interviews I feel under great obligations to governor Clark, for hit 


uacommon zeal and activity to promote this good cause. 











About this time a deputation; consisting of Fish and Rogers, ar- 
rived from Rogers town with the answer they had promised me 
in three days after I left them; the result of which was, after some 
deliberation they had determined, if I should return that way, that 
they would send some of their children with me to Kentucky.— 
I proceeded immediately to Rogers town, ‘and made arrangements 
with them who had agreed to come and meet me at Patosi on the 
first of November, and I determined in the mean time to visit the 
Peyankeshaws on Black River. Atter much difficulty and fatigue 
I arrived within twenty miles of their village, where I was inform- 
ed that they had all gone out to perform their winter hunt; conse- 
quently I returned, and appointed the Rev. F. Redding and Will- 
iam Ficklin as agents to. visit them next spring, make the propo- 
sals, and report to me the result. 

I returned to Rogers village, and made the necessary arrange- 
ments for the children to come on to Kentucky. Having procur- 
ed them some clothing, blankets, &c. I then proceeded to Patosi. 
On the 29th of October Lewis Rogers and the children arrived at 
Patosi, and after the necessary preparations, such as shoeing horses, 
&c. we set out for Kentucky on the 2d of November. When we 
arrived at Kaskaskia, colonel Manair had just arrived from West 
Prairie, and informed me that the Indians had given him to under- 
stand, that if Lewis Rogers should approve of the plan, they would 
send their children, we proceeded from this place through almost 
insurmountable difficulties, hardships, and insults, through an in- 
hospitable country, until we arrived in Kentucky. I arrived at 
home on the 22d. [ LuMINARY.

Extract of a letter from Elder M’Coy to the Cor. Sec. dated 


Mission-house, May 13th, 1819. 
REV. AND DEAR BROTHER, 


Although we are not able to state any circumstances in particu- 
lar, in relation to the red people who swarm around our house, 
that would be very interesting or encouraging, yet we have the. 
happiness to believe that we are daily advancing ia the work of 
Indian reform. ‘They are much more friendly than when we first 
came hither, and have manifested a great partiality for us. While 
on a tour to Vincennes last month, on which I was absent eighteeu 
days, they were almost daily at our house, and sometimes lodged 
here, and a few times some were intoxicated. No person was here 
to take care of our house or to accommodate their uncouth man- 
Ners, except my wile and a a companion. ‘They might hava 
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tobbed us of half our living, yet they universally behaved with gs 
much decorum as if they had been taught the first principles of 
good breeding by the bible. About this time they stole a saddle 
aod blanket from one of our neighbors, and refused to give them up, 
while the only offence which occurred at this place was by a young 
woman takiog a trifle of clothing,which we had not missed until next 
day, when two men returned it. ‘his was a stronger expression 
of friendship for us, by the sensible ones, than if the thoughtless 
girl had pot committed the crime. But, O! who can avoid drop- 
ping atear over the degraded condition of a sprightly female youth, 
who wants only an opportunity of iimproving her mind, to make 
her feel a virtuous abhorrence of the prosiration of the principles 
which ennoble a human being! ‘hey often amuse themselves, 
for hours at a time, with the pictures in Goldsmith’s Natural His- 
tory, and not untrequently they examine other books, always 
carefully replacing them. Could we get things, properly into epe- 
ration, I conclude it would be serviceable to have books embel- 
fished with pictures suitable to their taste and eircumstances. & 
have employed a Wea for an interpreter, and am expecting him, 
with some others here, every hour. They will bring with them 
several children, some of whom we hope to persuade to continue 
with us; but we have been so often disappointed, that we are afraid 
to say much. About this time L expected to be on a tour in the 
Indian country, but I am waiting until some who have gone te 
Fort Harrison to receive an annuity, shall have dispersed. 


In a late journey to Vincennes, I took with me our Fndian boy, 
the only one that we have iv our school, who is about eleven years 
old. By request he pronounced a speech on the subject of Indian 
reform, before the Bruceviile Missionary Society, which presented 
him a bible. The next day the Bruceville Female Missionary So- 
ciety made a similar request, which, being complied with, the so- 
ciety voted our little red orator a coat. Could the happy effects of 
such favors as these be generally appreciated, surely many ladies 
would acquire a name like Dorcas, which would be spoken of to 
their honor, when the reward of a better world would take place 
of happy sympathy, and the songs of the blessed, Indians not ex- 
cepted, would render unheard the applause of men, and the grate- 
ful acknowledgments of the objects of benevolence. It is impos- 
sible for me to describe, or you to conceive, the deep impressions 
which even a small present, sent hundreds of miles, would make 
on the minds of these unhappy people, who, in a thousand ways, 
have been taught to consider themselves friendiess. 


I have the happiness to state that, since last summer, a gracious 
impulse, like the leaven in the meal, has been diffusing a fermen- 
tation ia the churches of Maria and Prairie creek. Knowing how 
liable, from his peculiar sitaation, a missionary is to suffer his zeal 
to run away with hopeful appearances, I have heen, bitherto, al- 
most afraid fo say eny thing on the subject; but 1 think 1 may now 
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venture fo assert, that the Lord is evidently carryihg on a blessed 
work of Salvation in the neighborhood of these two churches.— 
Within a few weeks twensy-six have publicly declared what God 
hath done for their souls; and ten others that I have heard of, are 
singing the songs of grace and will also be baptized the first op- 
portunity. More than once have the congregations been melted 
into tears by the affecting acknowledgments of backsliders, and the 
sizhs of the penitent have become familiar, though not the less af- 
fecting. ©, brother, this heavenly change makes the writer some- 
times almost imagine himself translated to another country. So 
much time is engrossed by religious cenversation and devotional 
exercise, that nature is denied her ordinary and necessary repose. 
A few nights ago, in Bruceville, I arose. by request, out of my bed, 
to pray for two young people who said they were on the brivk of 
eternal ruin, and knew not how to escape. The relations of a work 
of grace on tbe hearts of the converted, are of the most clear and 
satisfactory kind. No passionate fire is blown up te mislead, by 
its false light, the penitent inquirer, but “ truth in the inward 
parts,” revealed by the impressions of the Holy Ghost, imparts to 
these the solemnity of the grave, to those the ecstasies of heaven. 

I live, you know, between the whites and Indians. If I except 
about twenty miles of white settlement adjoining our humble resi- 
dence, I think 1 may safely say the fields are whitening on each 
side of us. O that God would send us a few more laborers! A 
zealous young preacher has lately joined Prairie cveek church, and 
preaches occasionally at Maria; but believe me, sir, while the 
pomegranates begin to emit their odoriferous exhalations, bumanly 
speaking, the vine must droop for want of the hand of cultivation. 
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EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM ELDER POSEY TO THE CORRESPON- 
DING SECRETARY, DATED 


Ashville, May 8th, 1819. 
Ever dear Brother, 

I have now made a decisive trip into the Cherokee nation, and 
landed at home on Saturday last. I was with Mr. Charles Hicks 
{their chief,) about five days ago, a great dea! of the time by our- 
selves, Wh«h gave us a particular opportunity of conversing, so as 
to get into each other’s views and feelings respecting missionary 
exertions in his nation; the result of which, and the impression it 
left on my mind, I shall briefly relate, 

They have finished the late treaty, and keep a eonsiderable 
scope of country in their usual form. They have given up twelve 
miles square, and three other valuable sections, to be sold to the 
bighest bidder, and the money deposited in the hands of the Pregj- 
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dent, to be by him laid out to the best advantage for educating theie 
children. They wish every school to be an establishment, and the 
children principally to board at the place. They look to the reli- 
gious societies for teachers, preachers, and farmers, as they have 
uuanimoustly found out that christians are their only friends, whose 
examples they wish their rising generation to follow, and whose 
insiructions they hope will prove a lasting blessing to their nation. 
‘The American Board of Commissioners, in conjunction with the 
United Brethren, and the Baptist Board, are the particular sources 
to which they look. The two former have one establishment each, 
and the wish is for the next to be conducted by the Baptist Board 
in a part of the nation called the Valley towns, contiguous to 
North Carolina, which is a very healthy, fertile place, and will be 
very populous. After acting almost the part of Jonah, I feel com- 
pelled to say, [ humbly conceive it my duty. still toplabor amongst 
them, and therefore tender my services to take the charge of 
the institution, in conjunction with some faithful brother in the 
ministry, if practicable, and, avy how, one who can teach on the 
Lancasterian plan, is a good scholar, and a real friend to the hea- 
then. We will also have the privilege of selecting two farmers, 
ove blacksmith and miller, which would enable us to go into the 
nation a constituted church; all but the two last would be consider- 
ed the missionary family, and they would not be taken contrary to 
our wishes, therefore I call it six families. I have pledged mysel 
for the Board, that they will see to the institution; and the wished 
for way is, that the Board recommend the teachers to the Presi- 
dent, and let him grant them the privilege of establishing a school 
or schools in the Cherokee nation, hy consent of the Indians.— 
In October they hold a general council, at which I have promised to 
attend, or have some other person there, and when received by 
them, we will be permanently established. I expect, with a Di- 
vine blessing, to continue ov, and spend the most of this summer 
in preaching, as usual, and arranging business for the removal into 
the nation; though, if the Board have otherwise determined, I 
hope they will let me know as soon as possible. 


Letier written by an Indian Female. 

Whe following letter was written by a native Cherokee woman, 
the first known convert to christianity in that tribe, agd a mem- 
ber of the church at Springplace, under the care of the Rev. 
John Gambold. It was addressed to a gentleman at the seat of. 
government, whose benevolent regard for the Indians was 
known to the writer, and whose official duty makes him per- 
petually acuqainted with the state of their affairs. As to the 
Yetter itself, it needs no recommendation from us. The heart 
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that is not touched by its simple and powerful eloquence, would 
be unaffected by any thing which we could say. In copying 
the letter not a word was altered, omitted, inserted, or trans- 
posed. 
Mountjoy, January 15th, 1818. 
HONORED SIR, : 

You often write to my dear brother Gambold, and I hear you 
are a true friend to the poor despised Indians. God bless and re- 
ward you for it; and grant you long life and happiness. 

Now, as my uncle, Ch. Hicks, is gone to Washington, to plead 
our cause before our dear father the President, and make our dis- 
tresses known, | take the liberty to wrile thisto you. I wish you 
to be on my uncle’s side, if I dare ask this favour; for we poor 
Indians feel very much humbled. 

I really know if our friends there with you knew our situation, 
they would sincerely pity us. Oh; for the sake of God’s love and 
mercy, pity us!

They have not the fear of God before their eyes; they seem not to 
believe in a Saviour; they set wicked examples before the poor ig- 
norant Indians; they insult our poor people who bear it patiently: 
I cannot cease from weeping to our merciful Saviour to show mer- 
cy to us, and help from the hand of our oppressors. We are per- 
suaded that if our hovored father the President could see our great 
distress into which we are brought, he would weep over us, he 
would pity us, he would help us. Yet we live far off from him, 
and he cannot see us. Yet we constantly look from a distance to 
him for help, as poor helpless children look up to their father, ery- 
ing to have pity on them. 

Since I have experienced grace and mercy from my dear Sa- 
viour, and have become truly happy in him and with his children, it 
is my constant prayer, that my whole dear nation might enjoy the 
same blessings that I enjoy. 

This grieves me more than I can tell, that at a time when there 
is a good prospect that many more will join the few, who have em- 
braced christianity, we shall be driven away from the land of our 
fathers, which is as dear to us as our own lives, from our improved 
farms, from our beloved teachers, into a land strange to us; yea, in- 
to savage life again. Dear Sir, I declare I would prefer death ta 
such a life again. ' 

f am in hopes, and many more with me, that our beloved father 
the President will certainly belp his poor children, when he hears 
from my uncle our distressed situation. Yes, God the father of 
all mankind will incline his heart to consider our case and help us. 
Oh, Sir, I implore you, for the sake of the dear crucified Saviour, 
who shed his blood for the poor red as well as white people, con- 
tinue to be our friend. Pray for us; plead for us; and the blessings 
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of those who are ready to perish will come upon you, and the 
great Judge of all flesh will, at the great day of reiribution, re. 
member your kindness to our poor people.—Panopuisrt.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Ar a meeting of the “ Hamilton Baptist Missionary Societ y,”” 
holden at Delphi, February, 1318, a coloured man from the Stock- 
bridze tribe came forward, and requested that missionaries might 
be sent to preach the Gospel to that people: This circumstance 
made an impression dn the minds of many. 

At a meeting of the Board in May, 1819, it was agreed that 
Brother F, Freeman should visit them, and report to ibe Board at 
their next meeting. Accordingly, at a meeting in August, Brother 
Freeman made a report, giving information that a great council of 
the Indians was to be held at Oneida in September. In conse- 
quence of which the Board appointed a committee of four, to visit 
them: the committee have performed their duty, and will make 
their report to the Board at their meeting in November. An ac- 
curate account of this interesting affair will be laid before the pub- 
lic, a3 soon as the materials are properly arranged. The Commit- 
tee observe, “ That they seldom witnessed a more interesting

STATE OF RELIGION IN FRANCE. 


Extract of a letter from Mr. Le Jeune to the Rev. Mr. Reis of 
Baltimore, dated London, October 19, 1819. 


Beloved Brother in the Lord Jesus Christ, 

Your heart will rejoice with ours on hearing of the late favora- 
ble and pleasing accounts reeeived Srom different parts of France. 
Eight or pine hundred schools on the Lancasterian plan are alrea- 
dy established in different parts of the kingdem. A young minis- 
ter is going about France and-the Netherlands preaching the gospel: 
the last accounts from him (from Valenciennes) are very interesting. 
‘There are several protestant churches there and in the neighbor- 
hood. Many catholics enquire after the way to Zion, and wish for 
the gospel preached to them. Some other persons are at this 
monient travelling in different parts, the south &e. to inquire after 
the state of religion in those parts, especially where protestants 
are in great numbers; but they are, indeed, in great darkness there, 
as well as in your native place, (Paris.) 

News has been received here lately, that above three thousand 
catholics under the Pyrenees have recently abandoned the Roman 
church. 

A benevolent society has been just formed here under the name 
of the Continental Society, having for its object to support native 
preachers on the continent of Europe, and the distribution of the 
holy scriptures, and religious books and tracts.

CONVERSION OF THE JEWS. 


That the descendants of the father of the faithful are not always 
to remain in unbelief, appears certain from the promises of God; 
and that the time of their conversion is near, appears in a great 
degree probable, from the present state and operations of Divine 
Providence. Under these impressions it is not a little gratifying 
to observe the efforts which christians are now making in relation 
to this scattered people. The committee of the “ London Society 
for promoting Christianity among the Jews,” near the close of 
a very interesting Report, remark, 

“ON a general view of the communications from abroad, the 
committee conciude: 1. 'Thata spirit of religious inquiry is spread- 
ing itself among the Jews in various aud widely distant parts of the 
“lobe; in Holland, in Germany, in Prussia, in Tartary, in lodia :— 
2. ‘hat among considerable bodies of the Jewish nation, especial- 
ly in the northern provinces of continental Europe, even where 
little of the genuine spirit of christian truth has yet begun to ope- 
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rate, circumstances have recently occurred, which indicate a geri- 
eral diminution of prejudice, and a gradual removal of those barri- 
ers which have hitherto precluded the friendly approach ot christi- 
anity:—and, 3. That christians are every where beginning te take 
a more lively interest in the spiritual state of the Jews; that men 
of piety in opposite hemispheres, without any communication with 
each other, or with this society, have been excited, at one and the 
same time, io compassion and exertion in behalf of the scattered 
descendants of Abraham.” 

The committee justly ask, in conclusion, “ Whence originate 
these simultaneous independent movements, but with Him from 
‘whom all good counsels and ali just works do proceed,’ and 
who, in the plenitude of his wisdom, and in the greatness of his 
condescension, sees fit to employ human agents in actomplishing 
the purposes of his goodness ?”

-Among the Jews are many old men; as 
people advanced in age come from all parts of the world to die 
there, hoping to escape certain pains after death, which they sup- 
pose to be remitted to them who finish their days in the holy land.”
